Joe F. Bennett: Shorthorns 
Are Rootstock Of Big Breeds 


CoolidsK, Texas— Joe F. Bennett, 
owner ofCircle B Bench and a partner 
in Bennett-Haupt Shorthorns* knows 
that Sborthorns are the rootstock of 
the “Big' 1 breeds of cattle throughout 
the World, but for years has let his 
"customers cull my nerd by selecting 
the cows which stay fat while nursing 
a calf." 

That's because Bennett has good 
reason to believe the “keepers are 
the cows which “pull down" when 
nursing a calf because their bodies 
turn the feed they consume lntoa milk 
instead of maintaining body fat. 

"Whon a prospective buyer comes 
into my hora loosing for cows to add 
to his nerd,- ho invariably picks out the 
fat ones— and they are the ones which 
are weaning the lightest weighing 
calves, " Bennett says. 

To Bennett, that somewhat incon- 


gruous attitude toward Shorthorns is 
responsible for their Bomewhat wan- 
ing popularity. The fact that the cows 
do lose weight while nursing a calf 

"But, to me that'a one of their best 
points— it's a sure sign that they are 
doing the job they should do— wean a 
big calf,' 1 ne saya. 

By big calf, Bennett means one that 
weighs around 60 to 65 percent of the 
dams body weight, somewhere in the 
range of 500 to 650 pounds on bulls 
and about 40-60 pounds lighter on 
heifers from cows, which cross the 
scales at around 1,000 pounds or 
slightly more. 

Conforming to changing ideas about 
what beef cattle should look like isn't 
one of Bennett's fortes. He believes, 
with reason, that those changing 
Ideas produce cycles in popular 
standards which fluctuate up and

One of the first bulls Bennett 
bought gained 8.9 pounds per day on 
feed test lor 140 days, and a half 
brother to that bull was the first bull 
to show a 4.0-pounds-per-day gain of 
official test at the Corsicana test 
station. Bennett's bull produced the 
high testing pen of bulls later at the 
Texas A&M Experiment Station at

Most of his bulls go to 
commercial producers of other prim- 
ary breeds of cattle to produce 
heavier weaning calves; 2. Most of his 
heifer and steer calves go to 4-H and 
FFA dub members for showing; and 
3. He hasn't bought a female 
Shorthorn since 1958, upgrading his 
herd instead with innovation of new
